When the council assembled Mon­ 
day, after a lapse of a year and a 
half since the Russians walked out 
of the last session, there wras the 
outward atmosphere of a love feast. 
The opening meeting was a hail-fel­ 
low-well-met affair among Foreign 
Ministers Bevin of Britain, Schu- 
m an of Franme, Vishinsky of Rus­ 
sia and Acheson of America. The fre­ 
quently fiery 
Vishinsky promptly 
agreed to an agenda proposed by the 
three western powers, saying affably : 
"We're Going To Agree” 
‘l f I am not absolutely convinced 
by your argument, nevertheless I 
will consent to your proposal. • * • 
We are going to agree on all ques­ 
tions here." 
The western powers had entered 
the meeting determined to carry 
through the establishment of a Fed­ 
eral republic in their zones of G er­ 
many, and hoping to persuade Rus­ 
sia to bring the Eastern zone into 
this government. 
When Vishinsky was called on 
yesterday to state Russia's position 
he accused the Western powers of 
departing from the principles laid 
down in the Allied pact made at 
Potsdam just after the end of the 
European fighting.

GET PROBATION 
IN MAIL THEFTS 


Harrisburg, May 25 (ZP)—The com­ 
monwealth today threw $15,000,000 
into the struggle to spur construc­ 
tion of rental homes in Pennsyl­ 
vania. The multi-million dollar sub*, 
sidy is the key feature to a new 
state housing program signed into 
law yesterday by Gov. James H. 
Duff. 
The program provides for flat 
grants of up to 35 per cent of con­ 
struction costs either to private or 
public groups. 
'T o r the first time, we are a t­ 
tem pting to meet the problem of 
providing rental housing for per­ 
sons of average or middle income,” 
Duff declared. 
Roosevelt Heads Board 
“We are developing a plan to pro­ 
vide home units renting from $50 
to $65 monthly for the person who 
earns less than $4,500 annually. This 
we believe we have done through the 
grant of $15,000,000 in subsidies to 
successful low bidders among private 
capital, private builders or public 
housing authorities’’ 
Cities also may share in the sub­ 
sidy 
to 
finance 
slum 
clearance 
through 
metropolitan 
redevelop­ 
m ent authorities. 
The program will be managed by 
a new state planning board com- j 
posed of former members bf the old 
planning 
board 
and 
the 
state 
housing board. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt,

state’s new commerce secretary, will j 
head the board while Duff Is ex­ 
pected to continue Francis Pitkin, 
as executive director of the new 
agency. 
Priority For Vets 
Duff explained the slum clearance 
provision was inserted in the plan

Many of 
the big Western powers, notably the 
U. S., Britain and Prance, have big 
commercial economic interests in 
China. 
The United States, Britain and 
France were understood to have 
concluded an informal agreement 
late last year not to recognize the 
Chinese Reds without consulting 
one another first . 
The informant said the American 
notes were sent about two weeks 
ago. The recipients included Britain, 
Prance, 
Belgium, Holland, 
India, 
Pakistan, Australia. New Zealand, 
Ceylon and the Union of South 
Africa. 
Important Decisions 
U. S. Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson and other top American 
leaders have made several impor­ 
tant policy decisions in relation to 
China and the Far East generally 
within the past month, the inform­ 
ant said. 
He said these decisions included: 
1. The U. S. should end its “wait 
and see" policy toward events in 
China. 
2. The U. S. and all like-minded 
nations should begin resolving their 
differences and start working out 
a positive program for preventing 
the rush of Communism through 
the Far East.

McCauslin Auto Sales will for­ 
mally open its new garage and show 
rooms at 334-336 York street Friduy 
evening with an hour long perform­ 
ance by RayMond, the magician, 
presentation of door prizes and souv­ 
enirs and other features. 
The public is invited to the show, 
which will start at 8 o'clock, Dewey 
E. McCauslin, owner of the garage, 
said today. The performance will be 
held in the garage proper, with a 
stage to be set-up there, and cars 
removed so there will be a maximum 
o( space tor those attending. 
In addition the entire establish­ 
ment will be open for the inspection 
of those visiting the structure for 
tile formal opening. 
The 65 by 125 foot concrete block 
and steel structure, which was re­ 
cently completed after approximately 
eight months of work, is divided into 
a garage proper with about 5,000 
square feet of floor space, a show­ 
room for display of Dodge and Ply­ 
mouth cars, a parts department, an 
office, a bookkeeping room, a locker 
room and showers for the workmen. 
Above the parts room is additional 
space for storing parts. 
Install Exhaust Pipes 
Two twin post lifts have been in­ 
stalled to permit mechanics to get 
at the undersides of cars easier. The 
twin post Efts permit lifting of either 
end of a jar independently so tliat 
the use ol creepers is avoided. 
A feature of the garage is inde­ 
pendent exhaust pipes which fit into

the floor. When an auto engine is to 
be run, the flexible pipes are pulled 
from their slots and fastened over 
the exhaust pipe of the car while 
the motor is running. Any fumes 
from the exhaust are carried out­ 
side the building and dissipated in 
this manner. McCauslin pointed out. 
The garage has wide doors at 
either end so that there will be easy 
movement of vehicles in and out of 
the 
structure. 
A 
long "draining 
trough” is located in the center of 
the garage floor. Cars which may be 
covered with snow, or are otherwise 
wet, can be pulled over the trough 
and permitted to dry without wet­ 


ting any other part of the garage. 
Plan Addition 
While the garage will be formally 
opened Friday night plans for the 
establishment have not as yet been 
completed, McCauslin pointed out. 
An addition large enough to hold 
three cars will be added to the rear 
of the present building to be used 
as a body department. 
A 24 by 24 foot heating-system 
room is located In a basement un­ 
der the garage. The room Is con­ 
structed entirely of concrete and 
steel and is completely fire-proof. 
McCauslin opened his Dodge and 
Plymouth 
dealership 
and garage 
here approximately three years ago, 
located in a building at the inter­ 
section of North Stratton and York 
streets. He moved to the new site 
last Friday and Saturday and opened 
for business Monday. 
A large concreted space leads from 
the street to the garage on which 
cars may be driven preparatory to 
entering the garage, or to be sup­ 
plied with gasoline or oil. In addi­ 
tion a wide roadway extends along 
the entire side of the garage to an 
alley in the rear. This section will be 
used for display of used cars.

H arrisburg, May 25 (ZP)—Sale of 
cigarettes for less th a n cost will be 
unlaw ful in Pennsylvania starting 
Ju n e I. 

Jam es H. Duff signed into 
law a m easure providing fines up 
to $200 or 60 days in jail for m e first 
offense and $500 or six m onths in 
jail for subsequent violations. 
Seiling for below cost Is defined 
in the lav/ as selling for less than 
th e basic cost of cigarettes plus the 
cast of operating as a w holesaler or 
retailer. The law also provides for 
a six per cent m arkup for retailers 
unless a lower or higher cost of op­ 
eration can be show n and a four per 
cent m arkup for wholesalers. 
Other Measures Signed 
Tile 
S tate Revenue 
departm ent 
also has authority to m ake surveys 
in any area to determ ine Hu* cost 
of operating as a wholesaler or re­ 
tailer. R etailers who buy direct from 
m anufacturers will have to add both 
th e wholesale and retail m arkups to 
the cost of cigarettes before offer­ 
ing them for sale. 
T he new law also provides th a t 
advertisem ent of cigarettes for lens 
th a n cost shall be sufficient evidence 
to impose the new penalties.
